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Pigs and methane gas 


In this day of sudden energy need, the 


‘The stories have to do with people 
manufacturing a gas to run their old 
Chevrolets, or to provide heat for small 
greenhouses, etc. The stories have 
originated in a dozen places in this country 
plus a few from dear old England. 

‘The gas that is involved is methane, a 
cousin of natural gas. Methane is 
generated naturally where leaves have 
fallen into old mill ponds, and in marshes 
and swamps. It is produced by a process 
known as anaerobic decay, which means a 
biological breakdown of animal or 
vegetable matter without oxygen being pre- 
sent. The product is a nitrogen rich residue 
(the muck of swamps) and methane. 

Last summer the Town Crier had a story 
of an “explosion’ which happened twenty 
five years before, in the basement of the old 
Shamrock, at Silver Lake, and how the fire 
marshalls made Al Riley dig up his gas 
tanks across the street because they did not 
understand about methane. 

‘And everyone knows the story of the Will- 
‘o-the-Wisp, that floats around, a blue 
flame, in the peat bogs of Ireland. That 
flame is burning methane. 

‘A very good source of methane, and the 
basis of the current stories, is based on the 
breakdown of pig manure, or chicken 
manure. Unfortunately perhaps, pigs and 
chickens are not present in the numbers 
that they used to be, say thirty or forty 
years ago. 

About half of the*householders used to 
have a family pig, out in back, where 
possibly there i8 a riding horse today. The 
pig took care of the garbage question, so 
that there didn’t have to be any garbage 
collection and consequent taxes. And, in 
the fall, he was killed, and the ham and 


Rusty Water 


‘The Selectmen of Wilmington, in their 
good judgement have condemned a Boston 
firm for rusty water conditions in the town 
of Wilmington. There are a few words to be 
said, . 

Wilmington, and Tewksbury, and other 
towns, are experiencing rusty water, and 
(not a part of this discussion) manganes¢ ih, 
the water. The towns are over-drawing, at 
least part of the time, on their available 
supplies, 

All through New England there are 
deposits of iron, called bog-iron. With the 
help of certain microbes bog-iron “grows” 
in. areas of stagnant waters. If given 
‘enough time these deposits of bog iron can 
amount to thousands of tons. There was a 
story in the Town Crier a year or so past, of 
such a deposit on the Corum Farm, of North 
Wilmington. It-was a deposit of bog iron 
which supplied ore to the Iron Masters of 
the Saugus Iron Works, back in the 
seventeenth century. 

A well field in Wilmington (the Town 
Park) which cost about half a million

bacon taken to Reids, in Burlington, to be 
smoked. Smoked ham, in the markets of 
Woburn, was about 25¢ or 35¢ a pound, and 
smoked shoulder about a dime cheaper. 

Reids was quite a place, in Burlington. 
Today it has been converted into a lumber 
supply house, but it.was a smoke house, for 
hams and bacons for well over one hundred 
years. It was more than just a ham works - 
it was a place that was well known as a 
meeting place. The Wilmington militia, on 
at least two occasions 199 years ago, had in 
their orders to ‘march to Reids" and then 
on to Lexington or someplace for inspection 
by the Governor or some military notable. 

Tt-was not only the back-yard porker, of 
course, who was’smoked in the ham works 
Reids. There were in the various towns 
dozens of pig farms, where garbage from 
Boston and other cities went into’ the 
feeding of future hams and shoulders. Any 
place that was off the main highways of 
Wilmington, or Tewksbury, or Andover, or 
Burlington would have up to 500 porkers, 
busily growing for the market, and one 
place, known as Breezy Hill Farm, in 
Burlington, boasted of 1000 brood sows. 

Only two or three pig farms are left - 
have been able to resist the pressure of in- 
creasing value of real estate and higher 
standards imposed by local boards of 
health, plus other factors. 

The price of ham today is skirting $2.00 a 
pound. .Towns and cities have committees 
who are supposed to worry about getting rid 
of garbaye and rubbish. The old pig farms 
have been driven out. 

Driving out the old piggeries might have 
been a victory for something called 
“civilization’’, but it has been a punishment 
to more than a few family budgets. 

A few pigs, here and there, would do 
wonders to the price of ham and the cost of 
garbage cdilection. Not to mention being 
the source of methane gas, this winter. 


dollars, is said to be providing rusty water 
for the water mains, The selectmen are un- 
happy. S0, too, are mamy, water users. 

‘The late Harold Smith, a dozen years ago, 
is said to have told the Wilmington Water 
Department not to put Wells in-the Town 
Park. Mr. Smith was the founder and 
‘awner of the Smith Pump Co., of Woburn 
Street. He said, and so did others, that 
there was a deposit of bog iron in the vicini- 
ty. 

This was the site where the Boston firm 
later recommended (or seems to have 
recommended) wells, and where the wells 
were put in,

firm - but does it? Are there other factors?
